CRAWFORD URGES 
HITCHCOCK

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 — Charges 
by Senator Owen, chairman of the 
/banking and 'currency 
eommUttee 
that the Republicans were trying to 
delay th'1 currency iiill and waste 
time by Insisting upon the presence 
of a quorum broke info Hie smooth 
progress of currency debate in the 
senate tonight. 
For an hour and a half a wordy 
battle waged across the partly divid­ 
ing line of the chamber threatening 
at times to break the bounds of sen­ 
ate proprieties. 
The Republicans en­ 
deavored to show that Senator Ow­ 
en himself had occupied time “ use­ 
lessly” In debate and that the Demo­ 
crats had repeatedly absented them­ 
selves from the senate and ignored 
its business. 
“Day after day is used up here in 
idle debate,” declared Senator Ow­ 
en, “ that Is tho reason why seats are 
vacated.” 
“If the senator from 
Oklahoma 
has his way,” retorted Senator Gai­ 
n l i e r from the Republican side “ he 
would make bis speech and then ar­ 
guments would be closed and the 
vote taken.” 
The altercation grew out 
of 
a 
statem ent by Senator Weeks who 
presented figures to show that from 
8:30 until 9:20 
o’clock 
tonight 
counts of tho senate taken at IO 
m inute intervals showed far 
less 
than a quorum and in the majority 
of cases more Republicans than Dem­ 
ocrats present.

Charge* Needless I Vela) . 
Senator Owen charged 
directly 
that calla for a quorum were made 
to cause delay. 
He presented a list 
of more than a score of waiting leg­ 
islative subjects with the declara­ 
tion that congree was denying the 
country relief while it filibustered 
over the currency bill. 
“If there is any one senator who 
wastes the time of this senate with- 
out reason it is the senator from 
Oklahoma when he tries to read us 
a lecture on our 
duty,” 
declared 
Senator Gallinger. 
“It is our right and duty to gee 
that business of such importance as 
currency legislation is carried 
on 
with at least a majority of senators 
In their seast.” 
Senator Gallinger intimated that 
Senator Owen had been derelict in 
his duties as a m em ber of the ap­ 
propriation co rn mi tee 
of the senate 
to w’hich both senators belonged. 
» 
“ Lf my only opportunity to see 
him had been in the work of the 
appropriation committee,” he said, 
“ I would not have een able to rec og­ 
nize the senator from Oklahoma to­ 
night. ” 
Senator Smoot denied emphatical­ 
ly that Republicans were attempting 
in any way to Impede work on cur­ 
rency, they were attending closely 
to the sessions of the senate aud 
attempting to hasten consideration 
of the bill as rapidly as was pos 
bible. 
An actual consideration of 
the 
currency bill wan limited to speeches 
iby Senator M ed ian and Crawford. 
Senator Crawford, 
a 
Republican 
■member of the committee who join­ 
ed in preparation of the Hitchcock 
bill urged the adoption of that meas­ 
ure. 
He intimated, however, that 
he would vote for tho hill finally 
agreed upon 
by tho senate 
even 
though his suggestions were not ac­ 
cepted, because he recognised the 
necessity of improving existing laws.

verdict Tuesday afternoon th a t the 
girl "carne to her death by carbolic 
acid poison administered 
hand.

and church." 
The verdict was sign­ 
ed 'by the following members of the 
jury:

Jam es D. Pike, Jr., T. B. Buchanan, 
and William Beekman, clerk. 
Various Witnesses Examined. 
At the morning session of the in­ 
quest John Tayman, the u ndertaker, 
who embalmed the body of th e de­ 
ceased. was called to the stan d and 
Mrs. (Dyer, Miss Pearl 
Davenport, 
and Robert Montgomery who testi­ 
fied at previous sessions of the prol>e 
were called. 
Walter Woods, a d i­ 
rector of the Sulphur Springs school, 
also testified and another of the wit­ 
nesses heard was Mrs. Millie D. Dor­ 
sey, a member of the ladies execu­ 
tive conynittee of 
the 
Woodland 
Home at Quincy, which placed the 
Youell girl In the J. E. Davenport 
home. 
Mrs. /Horsey testified that she was 
secretary of the Woodland 
home 
when the girl was placed in the Dav­ 
enport residence but at present is a 
m em ber of the ladies executive com­ 
mittee. 
She said that she did not 
recall the ease of Etta Burgo and 
had no recollection of Delia Riden 
being placed in the home at Pisgah. 
She testified that the Youell girl 
first entered the. Woodland 
home 
Feb ru ary 6, 1908, and remained tun­ 
til December 31, 1908. 
She stated 
th at the girl returned J a n u a r y 3, 
1 909 and was taken out April 14, 
1909 by Marjorie Davenport. 
After 
stating th a t the girl was born July 
22, 1897 at Clarence, Mo., Mrs. 'Dor­ 
sey told of the requirements for en­ 
tering the Woodland home and said 
th a t the home had three certificates 
as to the Character of Miss Marjorie 
Davenport but had moue regarding 
Mr. and Mrs. Davenport. 
She said 
that no oicer of the home had per­ 
sonally investigated the Davenport 
home either before or after the ,glrl 
had been placed there and th at the 
home had no such visitors. 
Thorough Investigation. 
Tho verdict of Tuesday afternoon 
ends one of tim most thorough in­ 
vestigations ever conducted by a cor­ 
oner’s jury in Morgan county as far 
as the coroner is concerned. Th© girl 
committed suicide on the m orning 
of October 28 and the jury c o n v e n ­ 
ed at th a t time which 
was 
the 
same which brought the last 
ver­ 
dict. found that the deceased had 
committed suicide by taking carbolic 
acid. Stories of alleged mistreatment 
of tile deceased reached Miss Mary 
Jewell, visitor for the slate board of
